G.S.R. 690,—In exercise of the powers conferred 
by Section 18 of the Central Reserve Police Force 
Act, 1949 {66 of 1949), the. Central Government 
hereby makes the following rules further to amend 
the Central Reserve Police Force Rules, 1955

1. fi) These rules may be called the Central 

Reserve Police Force (4th Amendment) 
Rules, 1985.

the following rules regulating the method of recruit¬

1. Short title and commencement. i—( 1) These rules 
may be called the Central Bureau of Investigation 
(Daftr}', Peons and Safaiwals) Recruitment Rules, 
198,5. 

(2) They shall come into force on the dale of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application;—^Thesc rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in Column I of the Schedule hereto 
annexed. 


3. Number, classification and scale of pay:—Tlic 
number of the said posts their classification and the 
'•calc of pay attached thereto shall be as specified in 
columns 2 to 4 of the aforessaid Schedule. 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit and other 
qualifications etc.—^Tltc method of recruitment, age 
limit, qualifications and other matters relating to the 
said posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of 
the said Schedule. 

5. Liability of persons appointed as Peons to under 
gu training as Home Gurad,—Notwithstanding any¬ 
thing contained in these niles, every per.son appointed 
ns a Peon under those nilcs shall undergo training as 
a Home Guard for a period of three years. 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home 
Guards, may, having regard to the performance and 
standard of training achieved by any person during 
the period of training, reduce such period of two 
years for reason to be recorded in writing. 

6- Disqualification:-- No person— 

(a) Who has entered into, or contracted a mar¬ 
riage with a person having a spouse living, 
or 
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(b) Who having a spouse living, has entered into, 
or contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said posts :— 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
'^atisfied that such marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage and that there arc other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of tins rule. 


7. Power to relax.—Whcre the Central Govorn- 
ment is of opinion that it is necessary or expedient 
sc to do, it may, hy order, for reasons to be recorded 
in writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules 
with respect to any class or category of persons. 

8. Saving;—Nothing in these rules shall affect reser¬ 
vations. relaxation of age limit and other concessions 
required to be provided for the Schedule Castes, the 
Schedule Tribes and other special categories of persons 
in accordance with the orders issued by the Central 
Government from to time in this regard.

G.S.R. 693.—In exercise of the powers conferred by 
the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution in 
supersession of the Departraent of Supply, Ministry 
of Works, Housing and Supply, New Delhi; (Group 
‘D’ posts) Recruitment Rules, 1968, except as respects 
things done or omitted to be done before such super¬ 
session, the President hereby makes the following 
rules, regulating tlic method of recruitment to Group 
‘D posts in the Ministry of Commerce and Supply 
(Department of Supply), namely;— 

1. Short title and commencement.— (1) These 
rules may be called the Ministry of Commerce and 
Supply (Department of Supply), (Group ‘D’ posts) 
Recruitment Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Application.—These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule annexed 
to these rules. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scales of 
pay.—The number of the said posts, their classifi¬ 
cation and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in column 2 to 4 of the said Schedule, 

4. Method of recruitment, age limit, other qualifi¬ 
cations, etc.:—Tlie method of recruitment, age limit, 
quallifications and other matters relating to the said' 
posts shall be as specified in columns 5 to 14 of the 
Schedule aforesaid. 


5. Liability of persons appointed as Messengers 
(Peons) to undergo training as Home Guards. —Not¬ 
withstanding anything contained in these rules, every 
person appointed as a Messenger (Peon) under these 
rules, shall undergo training as a Home Guard for a 
period of three years. 

Provided that the Commandant General, Home 
Guards, may, having regard to the performance of 
and the standard of training achieved by any person 
during the period of training, reduce such period to 
two years for reasons to be recorded in writing, 

6. Disqualification.—No person,— 

(i) Who has entered into or contracted a mar¬ 
riage with a person having a spouse living; 
or 

(li) Who, having a spouse living, has entered 
into or contracted a mairiagc with any 
person, shall be cUgiable for appointment 
to any of the said posts : 

Provided that the Central Government may, if 
satisfied that s.uch marriage is permissible under the 
personal law applicable to such person and the other 
party to the marriage, and that there arc other grounds 
for so doing, exempt any person from the operation 
of this rule. 

7. Power to relax:—^Wherc the Central Government 
is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedient so 
to do, it may, by order, for reasons to be recorded in 
writing, relax any of the provisions of these rules with 
respect to any class or category of persons. 

S. Saving.—^Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and other conces¬ 
sions required to be provided for the Scheduled Castes, 
the Schedule Tribes and other .special categories of 
persons in accordance with the orders issued by the 
Central Government from time to time in this regard.

(2) They shall come into force from the date of 
their publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. Applicatioa.—^These rules shall apply to the 
posts specified in column 1 of the Schedule hereto 
annexed. 

3. Number of posts, classification and scale of 
pu^y,™The number of the said posts, their classifi¬ 
cation and the scales of pay attached thereto shall be 
as specified in column 2 to 4 of the said Schedule. 

4. Initial constitution,—(1) The regularly ap¬ 
pointed ollicers, who were working on 27-7-1979 in 
the Central Water and Power Research Station, Pune 
and holding posts of Assistant Research Officer (Eng¬ 
ineering) and Assistant Research Officer (Scientific)

(5) The inter se seniority of Assistant Research

7. Power to relax.—^Where the Central Govern¬ 
ment is of the opinion that it is necessary or expedi¬ 
ent so to do, it may, by order for reasons to be 
recorded in writing and in consultation with the Union 
Public Service Commission, relax any of the provi¬ 
sions of these rules with respect to any class or cate¬ 
gory of persons. 

8. Savings,—^Nothing in these rules shall affect 
reservations, relaxation of age limit and ohter con¬ 
cessions required to be provided for the Scheduled 
Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and other special cate¬ 
gories of persons in accordance with the orders issued 
by the Central Government from time to time in 
this regard.
